N othing in the report of the state board of arbitration w as so Indicative 
of a blas in favor of the corporations as the m anner In which It went out 
of its way to defend the agent** against the claim of the operatives that they 
had been promised an increase of wages through the civic committee last 
year to take effect when prices of mill products should show a slight im­ 
provement. 
This, It seems, was entirely outside the province of the board’s Instruc­ 
tions and was done in the interests of the mills- 
The promise referred to, 
however, was given verbally and consequently the correspondence relative 
thereto, printed in the report, failed In its object except where the real con­ 
ditions are not known. 
It was a palpable effort on the part of the board to refute the conten­ 
tion of the operatives. 
It displayed the board’s Intent at tho start. 
It did not 
refute statem ents made by Michael 
Duggan In the 
last conference with the 
agents In which he showed that a promise w as given by the civic com mit­ 
tee and that Agent K err had asked lf the operatives would compromise on 
five per cent. 


T H E M OVEM ENT FO R BETTER ROA DB AND STR EETS. 
It is wonderful to what an extent the movement for good roads Is sweep­ 
ing the country. 
T hat M assachusetts is not behind In this movement is 
shown by the fact that the legislature 
has 
passed 
a 
bill 
appropriating 
$2,250,000 for state highways. 
New York, Pennsylvania and other states are 
also m aking rapid strides In this movement. 
The Invention of bicycles and more subsequently the 
com ing 
of 
the 
automobile, have brought the movement for good roads to the forefront as a 
pressing public necessity. 
Consequently It Is not surprising to Ami the moBt 
wealthy and influential men in the country identified with the movement. 
But a few weeks ago H. H. Rogers, the S tandard Oil m agnate, whose 
Income probably am ounts to over eight dollars a minute, was elected su p er­ 
intendent of streets In his own town. Fairhaven, Mass., at a salary of about 
eight dollars a day. 
Mr. Rogers Is not the first man of wealth to hold such an unim portant 
position, solely for the purpose of improving the roads of his town In which 
he resides. 
John D. Rockefeller Interested himself In the Improvement of the 
roads in 
the vicinity of his Tarrytow n home to an extent th at made them 
the delight of the people. 
E. H. Harrim an, the great railroad man. also showed the keenest in ter­ 
est In the question of good roads, while A. J. Cassatt, another railroad m a g ­ 
nate, sought the office of supervisor of public roads In his own township near 
Philadelphia and after a contest he was elected, with the result th a t he gave 
that district the best roads In any part of Pennsylvania. 
Unfortunately such cases are rare and they seem to be 
unknown 
In 
Lowell. 
Our millionaires interest themselves in street work merely to the 
extent of seeing that the outlay is not so great 
as to cause 
any 
m aterial 
increase in the tax rate. 
With the progress of this movement has come more scientific methods 
of road building, better and more durable system s of street paving, smooth 
and otherwise, and more economical modes of keeping streets In good re ­ 
pair. 
Stone block paving Is fast giving way to smooth paving and the ordi­ 
nary macadam is becoming unpopular for city streets on which there is any 
considerable amount of travel. 
For city streets the plain macadam does not pay. 
There have been 
numerous proofs of this here In Lowell. 
Broadway 
afforded 
a 
striking 
example of the short life of the common m acadam aa laid in Lowell. 
The progressive, up-to-date city has all Its street smooth-paved, but in 
the various kinds of smooth-paving there is considerable difference in point 
of service, durability and coat of repairs. 
The Municipal Journal for February started a very Interesting series of 
articles on street paving and the series la continued In the March and April 
issue*. From these it would seem that the best authorities favor w h at is 
known as “ Bitulithic” pavement or bituminous m acadam. 
It seems to over­ 
come all the defects of asphalt paving and to be much more durable while 
the cost of repairs is nominal. 
Sometimes, as la the case on Pennsylvania avenue In 
W ashington, 
It 
lasts nearly thirty years without repairs. 
in 1875 according to the Munici­ 
pal Journal 10,078 square yards of this pavement were laid on Pennsylvania 
avenue and it has kept In good condition without repairs ever since or until 
this year when ll was resurfaced. 
In the city of Rochester, N. Y., a street 
laid with this pavement kept in excellent conditions without repairs until 
torn up at the end of thirteeen years by the laying of car tracks. 
If a 
first-class pavement can be laid to last so long without repairs It ie the 
kind of pavement to have where economy Is considered. 
Other Instances equally conclusive are cited to show the durability of 
this pavement ana its “'laptability to all kinds of truffle without breaking or 
wearing smooth. 
Despite the Influence and the power of the asphalt trust the bitulithic 
or bituminous macadam pavement is rapidly growing in popularity 
among 
the leading cities of the country. 
This contest will be term inated by a su r­ 
vival of the fittest which so far as can be Judged at present is a combina- 
lon of ta r under certain Ingenious formulas 
with the 
hardest 
broken and 
crushed stone, 
it has no smooth surface, 
no 
disagreeable 
noise 
under 
horses’ hoofs, no overheating in summer. 
In line with the movement for better roads and streets Is the need of 
cleaner streets. This can be accomplished largely by skilful grading, but of 
course regular attention is needed to remove the surface gatherings which 
are inevitable where the truffle Is heavy. 
A very grave mistake made in the work of cleaning streets, is that of 
giving alm ost the entire attention to the wider 
streets 
and those 
in the 
wealthier districts, while neglecting the narrow' streets in the poorer local­ 
ities—most generally those which are the dirtiest. The experience in large cit­ 
ies shows that careful attention to the poorer streets will reduce the death 
rate. 
In this regard it would seem that the street departm ent shares with the 
board of health the responsibility for the sanitary condition of the city. 
At the risk of being illogical, we may mention last what might best have 
been said first, th a t is, th at much of the work of keeping streets clean and 
in good condition would be unnecessary if the streets had been laid out 
right In the first place. There Is as much need for improvement in the lay­ 
ing out of streets as there is in the building laws of our city, and in this 
respect Lowell holds an anom alous position am ong the cities 
of the state, 
At the present time any real estate owner can lay out a street to suit 
himself, as narrow and as crooked as he pleases and with every assurance 
that it will be finally accepted by the city. This explains the frequency of 
petitions for the widening and straightening of certain 
streets, 
something 
which Is alw ays attended with large claims for 
damages, 
most of 
which 
must be paid. If the streets had been properly laid out to begin with, this 
expensive Job of widening and straightening would not be necessary. It is 
high time to apply the lessons of experience on this im portant matter.

COMMENTED ON BY THE BRITISH 
CONSOL. 
Some 
plain 
suggestions 
regarding 
American business methods are given by 
the British consul at Chicago, Mr. Wynd­ 
ham, in a report to the British foreign 
office, a copy of which hits just roached 
thi treasury bureau of statistics. 
The commercial success in the Pnited 
States ami ('.specially of the city ut w'hich 
he 
Is located is described by 
Consul 
Wyndham as being due In part “to the 
education which teaches the boy inde­ 
pendence and knowledge of their future 
responsibilities aud It does not set the pro­ 
fessions above business us a means of 
gaining a living. 
“Athletics of all kinds are much on- 
courag* d in schools and universities, but 
very few men continue to take part in 
them after completing their education. 
Americans are as fond of outdoor life, 
shooting and fishing, as are the men of 
any European country, hut they gratify 
their taste as a relaxation only and never 
allow it to Interfere witli their business. 
“Another cause of success is the keep­ 
ing of the money, which lins been made in 
the business, and the brains which have 
made tilt business, in it as long as possi­ 
ble. and great thought Is devoted to ar­ 
rangements whereby, after the death of 
tin builder of the business, It shall not 
fall into tin 
hands of his heirs unless 
they are practically fitted to take care 
hey 
if it. 
•‘Another and probably the chief cause 
is the reward of merit. 
The percentage 
of men fitted for the highest posts in 
business is very small compared with 
tho total 'lumbers 
employed, and tho 
headr. of Hie big businesses, bank cor­ 
porations aud wholesale firms, are always 
looking out for men, not only among 
those already in their employ, but also 
lutslde, capable of tilling some post un­ 
der them. 
To these men. when found, 
large salaries arn given, which are drawn 
by them as long as they show' that they 
are capable of earning them. Men em­ 
ployed in business houses of all descrip 
tions are encouraged to discover new 
methods of carrying on the business 
which may In any way lessen the cost of 
production or carrying on business, and 
speeialiatlon is carried on to an extreme 
point. 
“The advantage of a well-dressed show 
window in every kind of retail trade Is 


more than over understood, and very 
great trouble, expense and ingenuity are 
used in getting good results. Many shops 
now put mechanical toys in tile "windows 
to attract the attention of passersby. The 
trade papers art' also taking op the sub­ 
ject and give ilustratlons arid ideas. 
“ In mai bine shops and factories the use 
of tin last machinery is understood and 
appreciated by the men, but Hie success 
of the American manufacturer would ap­ 
pear to be owing not to the machinery but 
to the system of shop management. Every 
man appears to be fully aware that suc­ 
cess depends' upon his doing his best 
work, and no idleness Is tolerated In any­ 
one. The highest positions in a shop are 
open to anyone who eau prove his worth 
aud every man works with this incentive. 
“Many visitors from the United King­ 
dom blame the men there because the 
same results Hie not obtained from ma­ 
chinery as is done here, but the more 
the factories are seen the more certain 
it bec omes that it is tic incentive to work 
and the energy of the managers, superin­ 
tendents and foremen, and the example 
set by them that has the wonderful ef­ 
fect. on Hie output. 
This holds good In 
every kind of trade and business. In one 
factory the manager, 
in six months, 
doubled the output at an increase of 5 
per cent, expense by re-arranging the ma­ 
chinery. 
A great fault of tile Chicago 
system Is the difficulty of a man over iii 
finding wo! k. 
'I'here are many men 
hi 
geed positions over that age who will in 
all probability retain them tor some years 
and retire on a pension, but a new comer 
of that agt has little chance of employ­ 
ment as In- cannot expect to learn new 
ways. A man who is cut of work at thai 
age Is regarded with suspicion, especially 
when trade is good, because if he had 
proved I hat he was worth his position, 
which should !»• a good one after many 
years’ service, h> would not have been 
forced out. or lf he hud, sonic other firm 
which had come in contact with him 
in business would try to secure his ser­ 
vices. 
No man can get on in Chicago 
who works with one eye on the clock or 
grudgingly, and the man who is rewarded 
by promotion has shown himself leady 
to put ids w ork before his personal wishes 
and in many c.as* ■ has offered to help in 
other departments when 
necessary, tn 
this 
way 
acquiring 
a 
comprehensive 
knowledge of the work boing dom* 
“ It Is the purpose and aim of this con­ 
sulate to keep in touch, as fat■ as possi­ 
ble, with the business men. so as to be 
in a position to assist agents of British 
commerical houses coming here on busi­ 
ne ss or in answering Inquiries, but it is 
of no use if the agents fail to come to the 
consulate for assistance or if merchants 
at home make no inquiries. 
The number 
of inquiries on commercial matters have 
increased considerably during the past 
year, hut no idea can be formed as to 
what assistance the 
information 
given 
has proved. These Inquiries are not an­ 
swered until as many persons as possible 
engaged in tin (rude mentioned have been 
Interviewed, and every effort Is made 
that, tin information given shall be re­ 
liable. Great courtesy is shown by every­ 
one In assisting the consulate in obtain­ 
ing information, gov* rnment, state, city 
officials am! me rchants giving all the as­ 
sistance requested. 
“It is reported that the French govern­ 
ment. is to found schools In the United 
States for young men to study economic 
science and engineering. 
The 
reported 
plans are to keep about 2<W) boys for a 
four years’ course in New’ York and Chi­ 
cago for economic science, and in Pitts­ 
burg and Chicago for engineering. 
At 
these places American methods would be 
studied and the energy absorbed, and af­ 
ter the course is completed the young men 
will return to France to put the ideas 
and methods they have gathered into 
practical use. Th. experiment will be in­ 
teresting. especially as to how’ the young 
mon of 21 to 24 will persuade the older 
men to adopt their methods, and whether 
on thtir return to the old conditions they 
will not either fall into the ways of con­ 
ducting business there or desert their 
country and return to a place where their 
methods will be acceptable. 
“The consular district of Chicago cov­ 
ers 14 states, having a total area of over 
1,009,000 square mib s with 19,000.000 Inhabi­ 
tants 
Over 200,000 square miles are still 
vacant and there are about 19,000 reserved 
as forests. Of the land still open to set­ 
tlement over one-quarter Is arid or semi­ 
arid. and much of the other is rough 
mountain land. There are 30 cities In tho 
district, each with over 25. 
Inhabitants. 
All these are manufacturing towns to 
some extent, and in Illinois, Town and 
Wisconsin every small town has one or 
more factories at work. 
Furniture fac­ 
tories are scattered all over these slates, 
and many manufacturers have found the 
advantages of starting in small towns, 
especially near the lakes, to be saving in 
rent, wages, owing to less cost of living 
and raw material.

vard medical school the m ost impor­ 
tant medical discovery ever made in 
Boston.

Dr. William Thomas Councilman will 
inform his professional associates- in 
the Boston society of medical science* 
that he and his assistants have ascer­ 
tained the cause of small pox. 
The doctor will give the conclusions 
arrived at after months of investiga­ 
tion, research and 
experiment, 
and 
will dem onstrate th a t the germ which 
causes smallpox has 
been 
absolutely 
determined. 
> TTte details of the investigation, how 
each s u c c e s s iv e 
step was taken, 
to­ 
gether with valuable scientific infor­ 
mation concerning the protozoa, 
the 
organism which produces that 
highly 
c o n t a g io u s disease. 
will on Tuesday 
evening, be furnished to medical men 
by the discoverer. 
The few members of the profession 
who have been made aware of the n a ­ 
ture of Dr. Councilman’s achievement 
are m ost enthusiastic, and 
they 
de­ 
clare that it is one of the really great 
medical discoveries. 
They are especially gratified that a 
Boston m an Is the one to enlighten 
the scientific world upon the smallpox 
organism and that the origin of the 
disease has been so definitely deter­ 
mined. 
Dr. Councilman’s work. 
they say, 
will be immortal, and he has accom ­ 
plished th at which will 
rank 
with 
some of the rem arkable medical facts 
which Pasteur has given 
to science. 
This diecovery will redound 
to 
the 
everlasting credit of the pathological 
departm ent of 
the H arvard medical 
school, as Dr. Councilman is the S hat­ 
tuck professor of pathological anatom y 
there. 
An Intimation that an announcem ent 
of 
greatest 
importance 
concerning 
smallpox would be made on Tuesday 
evening was given in the circular no­ 
tices of the meeting sent to members 
of the Boston ooclcty of medical sci­ 
ences. 
It was stated th at Dr. Councilman 
would have an announcem ent to make 
upon "the aetiology of smallpox.’’ To 
a physician this meant that the pro­ 
fessor had 
reached 
some 
definite 
conclusions or had some valuable In­ 
formation concerning the cause of the 
disease. 


and 
his assistants made experiment 
after experiment 
upon such anim als 
as are 
known 
to 
be 
susceptible 
to 
smallpox, inoculating them 
with the 
organism, 
and that 
the result was a 
complete substantiation of their theory 
as to the cause of smallpox. 
This has been one of the im portant 
stages of the investigation, and 
the 
manifestations were so positive 
that 
all who have been told of the results 
of the experiments assured Dr. Coun­ 
cilman that It was impossible th a t any 
error had been made In reaching his 
-conclusions. 
While the establishment of the aeti- 
oogy of smallpox is itself 
of 
great 
value, it Is expected that Dr. Council­ 
m an’s discovery will lead to revela­ 
tions regarding the cause of other and 
kindred diseases, the chief m anifesta­ 
tion of which is in the skin. 
Infectious diseases 
run in 
groups, 
and when the cause of one is found it 
generally leads to the origin of others. 
If this rule operates with the discov­ 
ery of the smallpox protozoa, investi­ 
gation along the line of Dr. Council­ 
m an’s may be expected to reveal de­ 
finite 
information 
concerning 
the 
causes of scarlet fever, chicken pox 
and measles, which now arc unknown. 
Dr. Councilman is about 45 years old 
and is already well known in his pro­ 
fession through his treatises on patho­ 
logical subjects.

R E C EN T OUTBREAK STUDIED. 
This acomplishment of Dr. Council­ 
m an’s was made possible by the o u t­ 
break of smallpox In and about Bos­ 
ton more than a year ago. 
It gave him opportunity for investi­ 
gation and provided him with material 
for observation. 
As it is rare In this part of the world 
that there are enough ease* to form 
the basis for a medical Inquiry con­ 
cerning the origin of 
smallpox. 
Dr. 
Councilman and 
his 
two assistants 
worked continuously during 
the few 
months when it was possible to obtain 
specimen* from smallpox patients for 
examination. 
It is understood that the physicians 
obtained the skin of afflicted persons 
in the various stages of development 
and virulence. 
These 
numerous 
specimens, 
with 
other exhibits secured, were examined 
under the microscope. 
'Phis was a labor of months, for to 
detect the organism responsible for the 
disease they must find one that was 
present in every case of smallpox. 
To determine Its form and condition 
required a scrutiny of every m anifes­ 
tation of smallpox It was possible to 
obtain from patients. 
After 
the 
physicians had satisfied 
themselves as to the character of the 
organism they had detected the task 
was far from accomplished. 
Before they could say It was the 
sm allnox protozoa they must first de­ 
m onstrate that an animal 
Inoculated 
with that particular organism would 
exhibit all the m anifestations of sm all­ 
pox.

chine” of Boston and incidentally rap­ 
ped his own knuckles. 
Ile said he didn't care 
what 
the 
name of (he new party was, if it only 
gave the people their lights. 
To bring about all he advocated, the 
government ownership and control of 
railroads, express companies, the tele­ 
graph, etc., would cause a Rectal evolu ­ 
tion. No word u t t e r e d bp Mr. Williams 
could be construed as urging that these 
changes be brought about in any but a 
peaceful way, 
Mr. W illiam s said in part: 
"We are on the eve Of a great pop­ 
ular m ovem ent and no politician is so 
sagacious at this time as to determine 
just how that movem ent will begin. 
In 
relation to DPs movem ent I stand as 
an opportunist. 
“In 1896 I said. and the statement 
was misconstrued 
and 
misquoted 
a 
great deal. that I believed a great pop­ 
ular movement had begun aud I pro 
posed to he lr? it. 
I repeat the statp 
ment of I $96 now . 
The existing parties 
are 
com plicated 
with a 
multiplicity 
of machinery and with a multitude of 
Issues and the people are left in help­ 
lessness. 
“I have com e to one conclusion and 
that is 
that 115 years of our constitu­ 
tional life have convinced me that the 
people have too little power and need 
more.

developm ents of more than a 
century of constitutional life show that 
our main trouble is that great power 
has been given to special organizations.

tions own the government. 
“This has com e about by the d evel­ 
opment of a false system. 
We

been told that the people can't be I ru st­ 
ed. 
The IT. S. senate is elected by the 
legislature and not by the people. The 
judiciary is beyond the reach of the 
people and only one branch of the g o v ­ 
ernment (the house of representatives) 
is within their reach. 
“W hat is the result of all this? 
I am 
not here to complain of the corpora­ 
tions, 
for 
we 
are their fathers and 
the blame in on us. 
W e invited capital 
to c o m e into these 
enterprises and we 
must not be surprised that we have 
a lobby. 
Now. when a man says the 
lobby is Illegitimate, he is mistaken. 
It is perfectly legitimate. 
Capital has 
a right to protect its interests. 
“Where shall we look for relief. 
If 
a man thinks the legislature will not 
be subservient to capital then he does 
not understand human nature. 
There 
are hundreds of millions of dollars rep­ 


resented in the lobby, and 
they will 
give som e of their millions for more 
rights. 
Money will buy a good deal. 
“It lies with us to stop that system. 
We shall 
be as helpless IO years from 
now as we are today unless we correct 
our mistakes. 
How shall we 
correct

is located Is desert lied by 
Consul 
W yndham as being due in part “to the 
education w hidi teaches the boy inde­ 
pendence and knowledge of their future 
responsibilities aud it does not set the pro­ 
fessions above business as a means of 
gaining a living. 
“Athletics of all kinds are much en­ 
co urag 'd in schools and universities, but 
very few' rpen continue to take part in 
them a fter completing their education. 
A mericans are as fond of outdoor life, 
shooting and fishing, as are me m in of 
any European country, but they gratify 
their taste as a relaxation only and nev 
allow it to interfere with their business 
"A nother cause of success is the keep 
ing of the money, which has been mode in 
tho business, and the brains which havt 
made the business, in It us long as possi 
hie, and groat thought is devoted to a r ­ 
rangem ents whereby, after the death of 
tin builder of the business, it shall not 
fall into the hands of Ids heirs unless 
they are practically fitted to take care 
of it.

N othin* In the report o f thr state board of arbitration w as so indicative 
o f a bias in favor of the corp o ration as the manner In which It went out 
o f its w a y to defend the agent# against the claim of the operatives that they 
bad been promised an increase of w ages 
through 
the civic com m ittee last 
year to take effect when prices of mill products should show a slight Im­ 
provement. 
This, it seems, w as entirely outside the province of the hoard's insTruc- 
tlons and was done in the interests o f the mills. 
The promise referred to, 
however, w as given verbally and consequently the oorrespondenee relative 
thereto, printed in the report, failed in Its object except where the real con­ 
ditions are not known. 
It w as a palpable effort on the part of the board to refute the conten­ 
tion of the operatives. 
It displayed the board's intent at the start. 
It did not 
refute statem ents made by Michael 
Duggan in the 
last conference with the 
agents In which he showed that a promise w as given by the civic com m it­ 
tee and that Agent Kerr had asked if the operatives would comproml#* on 
five per cent.

TH E M OVEMENT FOR BETTER ROADS A N D ST R E E T S. 


It is wonderful to w hat an extent the movem ent for good roads Is sw eep ­ 
ing the country. 
T hat M assachusetts is not behind In this m ovem ent is 
shown by the fact that the legislature 
has 
passed 
a 
bill 
appropriating 
32.250,000 for state highways. 
New' York, Pennsylvania and other states are 
also making rapid strides in this movement. 
The invention of bicycles and more subsequently the 
com ing 
of 
the 
automobile, have brought the movement for good roads to the forefront aa a 
pressing public necessity. 
Consequently It is not surprising to find the most 
w ealthy and influential men In the country Identified with the m ovem ent. 
But a few weeks ago H. H. Rogers, the Standard Oil magnate, W'hose 
Income probably am ounts to over eight dollars a minute, w as elected super­ 
intendent of streets in his own town, Fairhaven, Mass,, ut a salary of about 
eight dollars a day. 
Mr. Rogers is not the first man of wealth to hold such an unimportant 
position, solely for the purpose of improving the roads of his town in which 
he resides. 
John D. Rockefeller Interested him self in the improvement of the 
roads in 
the vicinity of his Tarrytown home to an extent that made them 
the delight of the people. 
E. H. Harriman, the great railroad man, also showed the keenest Inter­ 
est In the question of good roads, while A. J. Cassatt, another railroad m ag ­ 
nate, sought the office of supervisor of public roads in hts own tow nship near 
Philadelphia and after a contest he was elected, with the result that he gave 
that district the best roads in any part of Pennsylvania, 
Unfortunately such cases are rare and they seem to be 
unknown 
in 
Low'ell. 
Our millionaires interest them selves in street work merely to the 
extent of seeing that the outlay is not so great 
as to cause 
any 
material 
increase in the tax rate. 
With the progress of this movement has come more scientific methods 
of road building, better and more durable system s of street paving, smooth 
and otherwise, and more economical modes of keeping streets in good re- 
t pair. 
Ktone block paving is fast giving w ay to smooth paving and the ordi­ 
nary macadam is becoming unpopular for city streets on which there is any 
considerable amount of travel. 
For city streets the plain macadam 
does 
not 
raj'. 
There 
have 
been 
numerous proofs of this here in Lowell. 
Broadway 
afforded 
a 
striking 
example of the short life of the common macadam aa laid in Lowell. 
The progressive, up-to-date city has all its street sm ooth-paved, but in 
the various kinds of sm ooth-paving there is considerable difference in point 
of service, durability and cost of repairs. 
The Municipal Journal for February started a very interesting series of 
articles on street paving and the series is continued in the March and April 
issued. From these it would seem th at the best authorities favor w h at is 
known as “Bitulithic” pavement or bituminous macadam. 
It seem s to over­ 
come all the defects of asphalt paving and to be much more durable w'hile 
the cost of repairs is nominal. 
Sometimes, as in the case on Pennsylvania avenue in 
W ashington, 
it 
la sts nearly thirty years without repairs. 
In 1875 according to the Munici­ 
pal Journal 10,078 square yards of this pavement were laid on Pennsylvania 
•v en u e and it has kept in good condition without repairs ever since or until 
this year when ii was resurfaced. 
In the city of Rochester, N. Y., a street 
laid with this pavement kept in excellent conditions without repairs until 
torn up at the end of thirteeen years by the laying of car tracks. 
If a 
first-class pavement can be laid to last so long without repairs it 1h the 
kind of pavement to have where economy Is considered. 
Other Instances equally conclusive a re cited to shbw' the d u ra b ility of 
th is pavement and its a d a p ta b ility to all kinds of traffic w ithout b re ak in g or 
wearing smooth. 
Despite the influence and the pow er of the asp h alt tru st th e bitulithic 
or bituminous macadam p av em en t is rapidly g ro w in g in popularity 
am on g 
the leading cities of the co un try. 
T h is contest will be term in a te d by a s u r­ 
vival of the fittest which so fa r as can he ju dged at present is a oom bina- 
lon of tar under certain ingenious form ulas 
w ith the 
h ard est 
broken 
and 
crushed stone. 
It h as no sm ooth surface, 
no 
disagreeable 
noise 
un der 
horses' hoofs, no o v erh eatin g in sum m er. 
In line with the movem ent for b etter ro ads an d stre e ts is th e need of 
cleaner streets. This can be accomplished largely by skilful grading, but of 
course regular attention Is needed to tem ove the su rface g a th e rin g s which 
are Inevitable where the traffic Is heavy. 
A very grave m istak e m ad e in the work of cleaning streets, is .that of 
g ivin g alm ost the entire atte n tio n to the w ider 
streets 
and those 
in the 
w ealthier districts, while neglecting the n arro w stre ets in the poorer local­ 
ities—most generally those w hich are the dirtiest. 
T he experience in l a r g e cit­ 
ies show s that careful a tte n tio n to the poorer s tre e ts will reduce the death 
rate. 
In this regard it would seem th a t the street d e p a rtm e n t shares w ith the 
board of health the responsibility for th e s a n ita ry condition of the city. 
A t the risk of being illogical, w'e m ay mention last w hat m ight hest have 
been said first, that is, that much of tho w ork of keeping streets clean an d 
in good condition w'ould be unnecessary if the stre e ts had been 
laid out 
right in the first place. 
There is as much need for im provem ent in th e lay­ 
in g out of streets as there is in the building law s of our city, and in this 
resiX'Ct Lowell holds an anom alous position am o n g the cities 
of th e state. 
| A t the present tim e any real estate ow n er can lay out a street to suit 
him self, as narrow and as crooked as he pleases an d w ith eveiy assu ran ce 
th at it will be finally accepted by th e city. 
Tills explains the frequency of 
petitions for the widening and straightening of c ertain 
streets, 
som ething 
which is alw ays attended w ith large claim s for 
d am ag es, 
most of 
which 
m ust be paid. 
If the streets had been properly laid out to begin with, this 
expensive job of widening and straightening « u u ld not be necessary. It is 
high time to apply the lessons of experience on th is im p o rta n t m atter.

W yndham ae being due in part “ to the 
education which teaches the boy inde­ 
pendence and knowledge of their future 
responsibilities and it does not sot the pro­ 
fessions above business as a means of 
gaining a living. 
“Athletic* of all kinds arc much en­ 
couraged in schools and universities, but 
very few ipen continue to take part in 
them a fte r completing their education. 
Americans are aa fond of outdoor life, 
shooting and fishing, as are toe men of 
any European country, but they gratify 
th*'lr taste as a relaxation only and never 
allow it to Interfere with their business.

“In machine shops and factories the use 
of tin best machinery is understood and 
appreciated by tho men, but the success 
of Hie American m anufacturer would ap­ 
pear to be owing not to tile machinery but 
to the system of shop management. Every 
man appears to be fully aw are th at suc­ 
cess depends upon his doing Ids best 
work, and no idleness is tolerated In an y ­ 
one. 
The highest positions in a shop ar* 
open to anyone who can prove ills worth 
and every mart works with this incentive. 
“Many visitors from the United King­ 
dom blame the men t hero because the 
same results arc not obtained from m a­ 
chinery us is done here, but the more 
the factories are seen the more certain 
it bet omen that it is the incentive to work 
a lid the energy of t Tie managers, superin­ 
tendents and foremen, and the example 
set by them th a t has the wonderful ef­ 
fect on tile output. 
This holds good in 
every kind of trade and business. 
In one 
factory the manager, 
in six months, 
doubled the output at an increase of 5 
per cent. expense by r<-arranging the m a­ 
chinery. 
A great fault of the Chicago 
system is the difficulty of a man over to 
finding w n'k. 
There are many men 
in 
good positions over that age who will in 
all probability retain them for some years 
and retire on a pension, but a new comer 
of that age has little chance of employ­ 
ment as he cannot expect to learn new 
ways. A man who is ( ut of work at that 
age is regarded with suspicion, especially 
when trade is geed, because if he had 
proved that lie was worth ids position, 
which should bo a good one after many 
years 
service, he would not have been 
forced out. or if he had, some other firm 
which had come in contact with 
him 
in business would try to secure his ser­ 
vices. 
No man can get on in Chicago 
who works with ope eye on the clock or 
grudgingly, and the man who is rewarded 
by promotion has shown himself ready 
to put ids work before his personal wishes 
arui in many cases has offered to help iii 
other departm ents when 
necessary, In

"It is the purpose and aim of this con­

E n glan d, one year from 
Ju ly a free wom an, will not 
be liberated a s the result of 
offi. ial clem ency, but because she will 
h av e served out her life sentence. This 
m a y seem an anom aly, bu t it is the g e n ­ 
eral rule th a t w hen a person is se n ­ 
tenced for life his term of im prisonm ent 
is regarded as being tw enty -on e years 
F o r good behavior th e usual c o m m u ta ­ 
tion is allowed; so th a t a sentence for 
life usually m ean s b ut ab o u t fifteen 
y e a rs of actu a l im prisonm ent. 
N a t- 
raJiy u nder the sentence if the a u th o ri­ 
ties for a n y reason desire to m ake an 
exception they a re w ithin the law in 
keeping the prisoner in custody. B ut in 
th e case of Mrs. M aybrick th e home 
secretary will doubtless be delighted a t 
th e o pportunity to get out of an a w k ­ 
w a rd position in a dignified m an n er 
a n d w ithout a p p e arin g to have been in ­ 
fluenced by w h a t h as frequently been 
alluded to in E n g la n d as the “clam o r” 
set up in this c o u n try looking to the re ­ 
lease of Mrs. M aybrick. 
W h en Mrs. M aybrick finally leaves 
A ylesbury prison, the last a c t will h ave 
been enacted in a d ra m a in which, if 
th e best legal au th o ritie s of the world 
a re not at fault, the principal acto r has 
been treate d w ith a degree of Injustice 
usually deemed impossible under m od­ 
ern E nglish law. 
B u t as out of every 
g re a t w rong som e good Is alm ost sure 
to e v en tu a te it is th o u g h t th a t the M a y ­ 
brick ease will result in a change in the 
law s of E n g lan d to p erm it a convicted 
prisoner, especially one convicted o f a 
cap ital offense, to ap peal to some h ig h ­ 
er co urt th a n th a t in w hich he w as con­ 
victed. 
This is the practice in every 
s ta te of the Union, b u t w ith all of the 
E n g lish m a n ’s u nd oubted love of fair 
play

soon learned th a t her elderly hu sb an d 
had not reform ed, and his m ode of life i 
was of such a scandalous n a tu re even j 
after the b irth of tw o children, a boy 
end a girl, th a t she felt impelled to i 


the evil geniuses of Mrs. M aybrick In 
the person of the b ro th e ls of Mr. May- 
brick. 
T hey had conceived a violent 
h atred for the beautiful young A m eri­ 
can, an d upon their suggestion, or a t 
least as a result of their hints, Mrs. 
M aybrick, who had been in u sem icon­ 
scious condition for three days succeed­ 
ing the d eath of her husband, w as a r ­ 
rested. 
T he public reg arded the pro­ 


ceeding a s an outrage, and this view 
w as a ccentuated by tile flimsy evidence 
a g a in s t Mrs. M aybrick which w as a d ­ 
duced at the trial. B ut as the trial w as 
alm ost a farce press an d public alike 
laughed a t what w as regarded as the 
slap tn the face which the Jury's verdict 
w as certain to give the M aybrick broth 
ors. 
T his w as the sit flat Ion w hen Mr. 
Ju stice Stephen, who presided, began 
his ch arg e to the Jury.

T h e U nited S ta te s governm ent h a s 
several tim es 
officially exercised 
its 
good offices tow ard ob tainin g the re ­ 
lease of Mrs. M aybrick, and it is safe 
to say th a t if the alleged crim e for 
w hich she has so grievously suffered 
h a d been com m itted in this co un try it 
would not have a ttra c te d more a tt e n ­ 
tion here th an h as been accorded it. 
In the first place, Mrs. M aybrick is an 
A m erican girl. 
H er father, W illiam G. 
C handler, w as a respected citizen of 
Mobile, Ala., a nd one of its prom inent 
bankers. 
T h ro ug h both of her p aren ts 
she is related to m en whose nam es are 
pro m inen t in the h isto ry of the U nited 
S tates. 
H er fa th e r died in 1863 w hen 
Florence w as b ut a y e a r old, and h er 
m o th er concluded to rem ove to New' 
York, w here she took up her abode 
w ith relatives. 
A few y ears la te r F lo r­ 
ence accom panied h er m other to E urope 
an d in 1869 w as ta k e n to G erm any, 
w here she w as sen t to school. She wras 
exceedingly b rig h t and won m an y of 
th e honors from h er classm ates, a1-1 


though the recitation s were In a tongue 
foreign to her. 
F lorence w as carefully 
raised, and e v e ry th in g w as done to in ­ 
s tru c t her in those things w hich the 
p resum ptiv e wife of som e prosperous 
m a n 
should 
u n d erstan d . 
C om petent 
persons were em ployed to in s tru c t her 
In the m y steries of housekeeping, and 
high salaried teac h e rs were em ployed 
to develop her n a tu ra l taste for a r t 
an d music. 
In sh ort, she w as ‘g e n tl y 
re a re d ” In th e m ost extrem e sense of 
th a t m uch m isapplied term. 
As a girl 
she w as noted for her consideration for 
those about her and for her ten d er so ­ 
licitude for sick friends or relatives. 
In 
1878 F lorence returned to N ew 
York, w here she m et Jam es M aybrick. 
She w as sixteen, he w as forty. 
She 
w as a pure, u nsophisticated girl; 
he 
w as a m an of th e world who had so u n d ­ 
ed the dep ths of dissipation. 
H e r f a m ­ 
ily recognized his u nw o rth in ess to be j 
th e wife of a n y p ure w oman, b itterly 
opposed the m atch , but w ithout avail, 
an d Florence C h an d ler in July, 1881, in 
London, the hom e of her husband, b e ­ 
cam e Mrs. M aybrick. 
A fter a business 
sojourn of several years in this c o u n try [ 
the M aybricks re tu rn e d to E n g lan d to 
live perm anently , tak in g up th eir resi- I 


m uch as ever. 
W h a t m ade Mrs. May- 
brick’s life all the m ore difficult w as the 
fact th a t h e r husband w as also a d ­ 
dicted to the d ru g habit, tiding for w hat 
purpose no one has ever been able to 
ascertain several powerful solutions of 
arsenic. 
On April 27, 1889, M aybrick, who had 
been confined to th e house periodically 
for several weeks, accepted the in v ita ­ 
tion of a friend to a tte n d the races. 
Ile 
went on horseback and w as soaked to 
the skin by a heavy rainstorm . 
N e v e r­ 
theless he rem ained out until a late 
hour th a t n ig h t and co n trac ted a vio­ 
lent cold. 
T h e following d a y he was 
confined to his bed and in less th a n two 
weeks died. 
T he ph ysician ’s certificate 
gave the cau se of d eath as “in flam m a­ 
tion of the stom ach, due to g ra v e in ­ 
discretion in e atin g .” 
L'p to th is point there had been no 
breath of suspicion, hut here entered 
Mrv Maybrick at the tune of 
'h c r m a m a gp. 


to convict, which the Jury prom ptly did. 
and Mrs. Maybrick w as sentenced to lie 
hanged a few weeks later. 
But the public hud now' become th o r­ 
oughly aroused, and such a protest w as 
sent up that the home secretary com ­ 
m uted the convict's sentence to Impris- 
onfuent for life on the ground th a t there 
w as a reasonable doubt of lier having 
adm inistered arsenic to her husband. 
This only increased the clamor, for tho 
English law distinctly provides th at the 
prisoner m u st bt given the benefit of 
the doubt. 
T h u s lf there w as a doubt 
Mrs. M aybrick should have been set a t 
liberty, 
lf there w as no doubt, she 
should have been executed. 
An appeal 
would have very soon disposed of the 
ease, but as the English law provides 
for no review of a crim inal procedure 
save at tie hands of the home secretary 
Mrs. M aybrick languished In W oking 
and later in A ylesbury prison. 
To appreciate the Injustice of the v er­ 
dict It la necessary to briefly review the 
evidence. 
The ju d g e in his charge laid 


great stress upon tw o facts the finding 
in the M aybrick house of a considerable 
q u a n tity of arsenic and tin' discovery of 
some fly papers which Mrs, M aybrick 
declared she w as in tho h abit of so ak ­ 
ing to m ake a face wash. 
He ignored 
the fact th at It w as proved th a t M ay­ 
brick 
was a 
habitual arsenic eater, 
and the home secretary later ignored 
the testim ony of the m an who had sold 
the arsenic to M aybrick him self as \\<*I1 
as the statem en t of the w om an who had 
fold Mrs. M aybrick how to compound 
the face wash from the fly papers. 
Be­ 
sides, it w as proved th a t all of tho fly 
papers which Mrs. M aybrick adm itted 
h avin g bought did not contain enough 
arsenic to kill a m an when those which 
were left untouched were deducted. 
In 
addition to all this, but o n e-q u arter of 
a grain of arsenic w as found hi the vis­ 
cera of th** dead m an, while physicians 
on both Hides testified th a t th a t q u a n ­ 
tity would have been left from a single 
dose of the p rep aration which it w as 
conceded 
that 
M aybrick 
had 
never 
ceased to take. 
T h u s there really was 
not a peg upon which to h ang tho case 
of the prosecution, and no one w as 
more shocked a nd more pained at tho 
astonishing verdict th an the p ro secu t­ 
ing officer. 
Af about this time it began to be 
whispered th at Mr. Ju stice Stephen had 
latterly given evidence of not tieing as 
sound m entally as a m an in his position 
should be. 
Of course no one dared to 
publish this statem en t in E ngland, but 
It w as printed In this cou ntry by a 
g reat m any new spapers. 
The official 
London 
press 
n atu rally 
sneered 
at 
"Y ankee sensationalism ” and continued 
to do so until about tw’o y ears after the 
conviction of Mra. M aybrick, when Mr. 
Justice Stephen was forced to retire 
from the benoh. 
Ile w as in carcerated 
in a p rivate asylum HP he had been d e ­ 
clared to be hopelessly insane. 
T here 
a little later he died, while the victim 
of his m ental m alady and the Inflexibil­ 
ity of the occupants of the ch air of 
homo secretary when considering cases 
Involving action which might be con­ 
strued into rectifying blunders of their 
predecessors languished in prison, offi­ 
cially a murderess, w ith little hope of 
ever 
being restored 
to 
the 
devoted 
m other who had sacrificed everything 
for her. 
A review of (his case would be Incom­ 
plete w ithout reference to the one thing 
which created prejudice a g ain st Mrs. 
M aybrick and which doubtless w'us re­ 
sponsible for the violent personal aver­ 
sion w hich tho judge conceived for her.

T hat M assachusetts Is not behind In this m ovem ent is 
show n by the fa ct that the legislature 
has 
passed 
a 
bill 
appropriating 
32,260,000 for s t a te highw ays. 
N ew York, P en n sy lv an ia and other sta tes are 
also m aking rapid strides in this m ovem ent. 
The Invention of b icycles and more subsequently the 
com ing 
o f 
the 
autom obile, h ave brought the m ovem ent for good roads to the forefront a s a 
p ressin g public n ecessity. 
C onsequently it Is not surprising to find the m ost 
w ealth y and influential men in the country identified w ith the m ovem ent. 
B ut a fpw w eeks ago H. H. R ogers, the Standard Oil m agnate, w hose 
Incom e probably am ounts to over eigh t dollars a m inute, w as elected su per­ 
intendent of streets in his ow n tow n, Fairhaven, M ass., at a salary of about 
eight dollars a day. 
Mr. R ogers is not the first m an of w ealth to hold such an unim portant 
position, solely for the purpose o f im proving the roads of his tow n In w hich 
he resides. 
John D. R ockefeller interested him self in the im provem ent of the 
roads in 
the vicin ity of his T arrytow n hom e to an exten t th at m ade them 
the delight of the people. 
E. II. H arrim an, the great railroad man, also show ed the k eenest in ter­ 
est in the question of good roads, w hile A. J. C assatt, another railroad m ag­ 
nate, sought the office of supervisor of public roads In his own tow nship near 
P hiladelphia and after a contest he w as elected, w ith the result th at he gave 
that district the best roads in any part of P en nsylvania. 
U nfortunately such cases are rare und they seem to be 
unknow n 
In 
Lowell. 
Our m illionaires Interest th em selves In street work m erely to the 
exten t of seein g th a t the outluy Is not so great 
as to cause 
any 
m aterial 
Increase in the tax rate. 
W ith the progress of this m ovem ent has com e m ore scientific m ethods 
o f road building, better and m ore durable system s of street paving, sm ooth 
and otherw ise, and m ore econom ical m odes of keeping streets in good re­ 
pair. 
Stone block paving Is fast givin g w ay to sm ooth paving and the ordi­ 
nary m acadam is becom ing unpopular for city streets on w hich there is any 
considerable am ount of travel. 
For city streets the plain m acadam 
does 
not 
pay.

num erous proofs of this here In Lowell. 
B roadw ay 
afforded

The M unicipal Journal for F ebruary started a very Interesting series of 
articles on street paving and the series is continued in the March and April 
issue*. From th ese it would seem th a t the best authorities favor w h at is 
known a s “B itu lith ic” pavem ent or bitum inous m acadam .

com e all the defects of asphalt paving and to be m uch more durable w hile 
the cost of repairs Is nom inal.

la sts nearly th irty years w ithout repairs. 
In 1875 according to the M unici­ 
pal Journal 10,078 square yards of this pavem ent were laid on P enn sylvania 
avenue and It has kept In good condition w ithout repairs ever since or until 
this year w hen ft w a# resurfaced. 
In the city o f R ochester, N. Y„ a street 
laid w ith th is pavem ent kept In excellen t conditions w ithout repairs until 
torn up at the end of thlrteeen years by the laying of car tracks. 
If a 
first-class pavem ent can be laid to la st so long w ith out repairs It is the 
kind of pavem ent to have w here econom y is considered. 
Other In stan ces equ ally conclusive a re cited to show the d u ra b ility of 
th is p av e m e n t an d its a d a p ta b ility to all kinds of traffic w ith o u t breaking or 
w earing sm ooth.

w ealthier districts, w hile neglecting th e narrow stre e ts In the poorer local­ 
ities—m ost generally those w hich a re th e dirtiest. 
The experience In large cit­ 
ies show s th at carefu l atte n tio n to the poorer s tre e ts will reduce the d eath 
rate. 
In this regard It v/ould seem th at the street d e p a rtm e n t sh ares w ith the 
board of health the responsibility fo r the s a n ita ry condition of the city. 
A t the risk of being illogical, w e m a y m ention last w h a t m ight best have 
been said first, th at is, th a t m uch of the w ork of keeping stre e ts clean an d 
In good condition would be u n n ecessary lf the stre e ts had been laid o ut 
right in the first place. T here is a s m u ch need for Im provem ent In th e la y ­ 
in g out o f streets a s there is in th e building law s of o u r city, a n d in this 
respect L ow ell holds an anom alous position am on g th e cities 
of th e state. 
A t th e p resent tim e any real e sta te ow ner can lay out a stre e t to suit 
him self, a s narrow and a s crooked as he pleases an d w ith every a ss u ra n c e 
th a t it w ill be finally accepted by the city.

COMMENTED ON BY T H E BRITISH 
CONSUL. 
Some 
plain 
suggestions 
regarding 
American business methods arc given by 
the British consul a t Chicago. Mr. W ynd­ 
ham, In a report to the British foreign 
office, a copy of which has just reached 
the treasury bureau of statistics. 
The commercial success in tho United 
States and especially of the city at which 
ho 
is located is described by 
Consu 
Wyndham as being due in part “ to the 
education which teaches the b o y lade 
pendency and knowledge of their future 
responsibilities and it docs not set the pro 
fcKsions above business as a means 
gaining a living. 
“Athletics of all kinds are much en 
couragt d in schools and universities, hut 
very few men continue to take part in 
them after completing their education 
Americans are as fond of outdoor bf* 
shooting and fishing, as are the m e n of 
any European country, hut they gratify 
their taste ae a relaxation only und never 
allow It to Interfere with their business 
“ Another cause of success is the keep 
lug of the money, which has been made in 
the business, und the brains which have 
made the business, In it as long as po.-.si 
hie, and great thought Is devoted to ar 
rangem ents whereby, after the death of 
lh* builder of the business, it shall not 
fall into the hands of his heirs unless 
they are practically fitted to take care 
of it. 
“Another and probably the chief cause 
is the reward or merit. 
The percentage 
of men fitted for the highest posts in 
business Is very small compared with 
the total numbers 
employed, and the 
heads of the big busine asea, bank cor 
porntlons and wholesale firms, are. nlwavs 
looking out for men, not only among 
those already in their employ, but also 
outside, capable of filling some post un­ 
der them. 
To these men. when found. 
large salaries are given, which are drawn 
by them as long us they show th a t they 
are capable of earning them. 
Men em­ 
ployed in business houses of nil descrip­ 
tions arc encouraged to discover new 
methods of carrying on 
the 
business 
which may in any way lessen the cost of 
production or carrying on business, and 
speelaliatlon is carried on to an extreme 
point.

'Treat courtesy is shown by every­ 
one In assisting the consulate In obtain­ 
ing information, government, state, city 
officials and m erchants giving all the as­ 
sistance requested. 
“ It is reported that the French govern­ 
ment is to found schools In the United 
States for young men to study economic 
science and engineering. 
The 
reported 
plans are to keep about 200 boys for a 
four years’ course in New York und *’hi- 
cago for economic science, and in P itts­ 
burg and Chicago for engineering. 
At 
these places American methods would be 
studied and the energy absorbed, and a f­ 
ter the course is completed the young men 
will return to F rance to put the ideas 
and methods they have gathered Into 
practical use. 
The experiment will he in­ 
teresting. especially as to how the young 
men of 21 to 24 will persuade the older 
men to adopt their methods, and whether 
on their return to the old conditions they 
will not either fall Into the ways of con­ 
ducting business there or desert their 
country and return to a place where their 
methods will be acceptable. 
"The consular district of Chicago cov­ 
ers 14 states, having a total area of over 
I,(WO,OOO square miles with 19,000.000 inhabi­ 
tants 
Over 300,000 square miles are still 
vacant and thoro are about 19,000 reserved 
as forests. 
Of the land still open to set­ 
tlement over one-qimrter Is arid or semi­ 
arid, and much of the other is rough 
mountain land 
There are 30 cities In the 
district, each with over 25,00) Inhabitants. 
All these are m anufacturing towns to 
some extent, and in Illinois, Iowa and 
Wisconsin every small town has one or 
more factories ‘at work. 
F u rniture fac­ 
tories are scattered all over these states, 
and m any m anufacturers have found the 
advantages of starting in small towns, 
especially near the lakes, to be saving In 
rent, wages, owing to less cost of living 
and raw material.

Mrs. Maybrick, Whose Release Hay at Last Been Decreed 
M 


r s . f l o r e n c e m a y b r i c k , 
who will leave Aylesbury pris­ 
on, England, one year from 
July a free woman, will not 
be liberated as the result of 
official clemency, but because she will 
have served out her life sentence. This 
m ay seem an anomaly, but it is the gen­ 
eral rule th a t when a person is sen­ 
tenced for life his term of imprisonment 
is regarded as being twenty-one years. 
For good behavior the usual com m uta­ 
tion is allowed; so that a sentence for 
life usually means but about fifteen 
years of actual imprisonment. 
Nat- 
raily under the sentence if the authori­ 
ties for any reason desire to make an 
exception they are within the law in 
keeping the prisoner in custody. But In 
the case of Mrs. Maybrick the home 
secretary will doubtless be delighted at 
the opportunity to get out of an aw k­ 
ward position in a dignified manner 
and without appearing to have been in­ 
fluenced by what has frequently been 
alluded to in England as the "clamor’’ 
set up in this country looking to the re­ 
lease of Mrs. Maybrick. 
When Mrs. Maybrick finally leaves 
Aylesbury prison, the last act will have 
been enacted in a dram a in which, if 
the best legal authorities of the world 
are not at fault, the principal actor has 
been treated with a degree of Injustice 
usually deemed impossible under mod­ 
ern English lawn 
B ut as out of every 
great wrong some good is almost sure 
to eventuate it is thought th a t the May­ 
brick case will result in a change in the 
laws of England to permit a convicted 
prisoner, especially one convicted of a 
capital offense, to appeal to some high­ 
er court than that in which he was con­ 
victed. 
This is the practice In every 
state of the LTnion, but with all of the 
Englishm an's undoubted love of fair 
play 
efforts 
in 
this 
direction 
have 
hitherto met with signal failure. 
The United States government has 
several times officially exercised its 
good offices toward obtaining the re­ 
lease of Mrs. Maybrick, and it is safe 
to say th at if the alleged crime for 
which she has so grievously suffered 
had been committed in this country it 
would not have attracted more a tte n ­ 
tion here than has been accorded it. 
In the first place, Mrs. Maybrick is an 
American girl. 
Her father, William G. 
Chandler, was a respected citizen of 
Mobile, Ala., and one of its prominent 
hankers. 
Through both of her parents 
she is related to men whose names are 
prominent in the history of the United 
States. 
H er father died in 1863 when 
Florence was but a year old, and her 
m other concluded to remove to New 
York, where she took up her abode 
with relatives. A few years later Fior- 


I dence in Grassendale, near Liverpool,

prosperous business. 
The young wife 
soon learned th a t her elderly husband 
had not reformed, and his mode of life 
was of such a scandalous nature even 
after the birth of two children, a boy 
and a girl, th at she felt impelled to 
protest.

brick was a habitual arsenic eater. 
and the home secretary later ignored 
the testimony of the mun who hod sold 
the arsenic to Maybrick h i m s e l f u h well 
as the statem ent of the woman who had 
told Mrs. Maybrick how to compound 
the face wash from the fly papers. Be­ 
sides, it was proved that all of the fly 
papers which Mrs. Maybrick admitted 
having bought did not contain enough 
arsenic to kill a man when those which 
were left untouched were deducted. In 
addition to all this, but one quarter of 
a grain of arsenic was found in the vis­ 
cera of Hic dead man, while physicians 
on both sides testified that that quan­ 
tity would have been left from a single 
dose of the preparation which it was 
conceded 
that 
Maybrick 
had 
never 
ceased to take. 
Thus there really was 
not a peg upon which to hang tho case 
of tho prosecution, and no one was 
more shocked and more pained at tho 
astonishing verdict than tho prosecut­ 
ing officer. 
At about this time It began to he 
whispered that Mr. Justice Stephen had 
latterly given evidence of not being as 
sound mentally as a man In his position 
should be. 
Of course no one dared to 
publish this statement in England, but 
it was printed in this country by a 
great many newspapers. 
The official 
London 
press 
naturally 
sneered 
at 
"Yankee sensationalism" and continued 
to do so until about two years after the 
conviction of Mra. Maybrick, when Mr, 
Justice Stephen was forced t<» retire 
from (he bench.

Although Mrs. Maybrick wdll not be 
released for a good deal more than a 
year, rumors have already been pub­ 
lished concerning her plans after she 
shall have been set at liberty. One sto­ 
ry has it that she will proceed to the 
south of France, where she will remain 
for several months recuperating from 
the effects of her long confinement, 
after which she will come to this coun­ 
try and go Into business In some large 
i lty. 
Another, end the more probable 
story, declares that she will a t ot.ee 
come to the United States and, after 
winding up an estate In which she is In­ 
terested, will retire to some quiet place 
and, 
assuming 
her 
old 
name, 
a t ­ 
tempt lo pa ss her days in peace, living 
upon Hie very ample Income which the 
estate will yield her. 
At any rate it la 
likely that Mrs. Maybrick will for a 
long time be a marked woman, and 
those who beet know her would not bs 
surprised lf she should carry out her 
long announced purpose of spending her 
l a s t dollar to dem onstrate beyond all 
possibility of cavil that her husband’s 
death was not brought about or even 
remotely contributed to by her.
